Thomas Jefferson, the third president of 
the United States, was born on April 13 in the 
sal 1743 at Shadwell, Albemarle Country, 

irginia, His father was Peter Jefferson, a 

lanter and civil engineer, and mother, 
vane Randolph Jefferson. He was graduated 
from the College of William and Mary at 
Williamsburg, Va., in 1762. He remained an 
ardent student throughout his life. Soon 
after leaving college he studied law and was 
admitted to the bar in 1767. January 1, 
1772, he married Martha Wayles Skelton, a 
widow of, 23 and a handsome, accomplished 
woman. 

He was chosen a member of the Virginia 
House of Burgesses in 1769, and this began a 

ublic life of nearly forty years. Jefferson 

as the credit for drafting the Declaration of 
Independence. He was governor of Virginia 
during the gloomiest days of the Revolu- 
tionary war. He succeeded Benjamin Frank- 


lin as minister to France, he was secretary of | ing 
has | state under John Adams and when there was 


a tie vote in 1800 between him and Aaron 
Burr, the House of Representatives elected 
him president to which office he was re- 
elected four years later. 

Jefferson removed all the pomp and 
ceremony from the presidential office. He 
had none of the aristocratic tendencies of his 
predecessors and was truly democratic. 

He died at Monticello, Va., on July 4, 
1826, at the age of 83. He chose for his 
tomb the epitaph. ‘Here was buried 
Thomas Jefferson, author of the Declaration 
of American Independence, of the statute of 
Virginia for religious freedom, and father of 
the University of Virginia.” One of his last 
acts was the founding of the University of 
Virginia.

Haverhill Autoist Fined 


John Tiftickian, 13 Grace street, Haverhill, 
appeared before Judge Colver J. Stone in 
Andover police court Monday afternoon 
charged with operating an automobile with- 
out a license and also with driving so as to 
endanger the lives and safety of the public in 
Elm square.

The New England Council today brought 
to the attention of all commercial, industrial 
and agricultural organizations in New Eng- 
land the proposal that the United States 
Government purchase 22,533 acres of spruce 
timber land in the White Mountains at 
Waterville, N. H., which is about to be cut 
over. The tract lies in the White Mountain 
National Forest area, but is still held by 


private interests, The Council’s action was CARPENT* 
taken at the request of the New Hampshire ER and BUILDER 
Society for the Protection of Forests, and Shop 6A Park Street 


other organizations interested in preserving 
the tract, 

The Waterville tract changed hands a year 
ago, the purchase price being given as 
$1,000,000. The present owners expect to 
begin logging operations this year, but have 
offered to sell the land and timber to the 
government at cost, plus interest and taxes. 

A letter from the New England Council 
was sent to the New England organizations, 
together with a statement from the New 
Hampshire Society for the Protection of 
Forests which sets forth the reasons for the 

urchase, and which declares that the tract 
in the Mad River Notch constitutes the last 
stand of spruce timber available for Govern- 
ment purchase. 

The Council's letter states that this 
emergency affects the resources of New 
England in the following ways: 

1. “It is located on the steep mountain 
sides at the headwaters of the Merrimack 
River. 

2. “It contains the last large stand of 
spruce timber that is available for purchase 
by the Government. 

3. “It contains a small area of surpassing 
scenic attractiveness that should never be 
spoiled.” 

The letter also calls attention to the fact 
that the New England Section of the Society 
of American Foresters, will meet in New 
Haven, Connecticut, on the evening of 
Thursday, January 27, to consider this 
matter and that all New England organiza- 
tions were invited to be represented at this 
meeting. ‘The meeting will precede the 
convention of the American Forestry Asso- 
ciation at New Haven, on January 28 and 29.

One Green Vegetable a Day 

‘I'm not very strong on calories, a 
balanced ration, vitamines, and other 
scientifica lly- 
named attributes 
of the daily meals,” 
laughed a house 
wife recently. 
“Great stress is 
laid on the make 
up of the family 
meals, but some 
way I do not no- 
tice that meals are 
very different, for 
a’ that, Our grand- 
mothers served 
much the same 
foods that we do 
—a@ soup, meat, potatoes or rice, a 
green vegetable or two, celery, pic- 
kles, and a sweet to top off with. Ex- 
cept that they ate about twice as 
much as we do, the menu was approxi- 
mately the same. We call it a bal- 
anced diet, and they called it getting 
dinner | 

“As a mater of fact, the well-bal- 
anced meal fs not only more whole 
some and digestible, but it tastes bet- 
ter. No one would want to eat two 
gtarchy foods at the same meal, even 
{f it were good for him. People nat- 
Brally choose a balanced ration. 
Things ‘go well together.’ We have 
earned through long experience what 

ds do not go well together; and 
while occasionally the young cook 
Makes the mistake of assembling too 
many sweets, too many acids, or too 
Many starches, she soon finds that 
they do not make a hit and changes 
her ways. 

“So I just let my family eat natu- 
rally, without much thought of vita- 
mines and calories, But one thing I 
do insist on, and that is at least one 
@recn vegetable a day. And when I 
say I mean a green vegetable, I mean 
@ green vegetable. I do not mean 
canned corn, or lima beans, and I 
am sometimes tempted not to include 
green peas with potatoes or rice, un- 
less they are very new and tender 
green peas right out of the garden. 
These, to me, are starchy, thick foods, 
and not at all “green” in the sense 
that connects the word with string 
beans, spinach, cari ots, parsnips, sum- 
mer squash, beets, celery, egg plant 
and other foods tluat are watery, as 
against dry, 

“I do believe that the system needs 
its dally green veg table in some form 
or other, If a@ si! d is served, using 
plenty of lettuce. cress, or chicory, 
that will take the place of the vege- 
table. As soon is possible in the 
spring I serve rhi curb, and all dur- 
Ing the summer | ise vegetable tops, 
or “greens” freely. Cauliflower and 
cabbage, turnips uid pumpkin all fill 
the bill, There u:e so many green 
Vegetables that t!e housewife may 
serve one every div in the year with- 
out being too fre: ent repetition.”

Why Storm Windows 
Reduce Fuel Bills 


If a storm window is put on the 
outside of windows the glass thick- 
ness {fs doubled, an air space ts added, 
and the heat consumption is reduced 
by more than half, or to $1.5 B. T. U. 
Per square foot. It is obvious that 
the Initial cost of storm windows, 
especially if placed on the sides of the 
house with the coldest exposure, will 
be covered In a few years by the sav- 
ing in cost due to reducing the size 
of the original heating system and by 
the annual saving in fuel. 

Valuable heat is often lost In appre- 
clable quantities through windows, To 
get some Idea of the heat loss that Is 
taking place on a cold day, place your 
hand near a pane of glass and see 
how chilly it feels. 

To measure the heat loss that ts 
taking place constantly in cold weath- 
er through each square foot of wall 
or window space a common yardstick 
can be found in the British thermal 
unit (B. T, U.), but In using it we 
must remember that each materlal— 
brick, glass, wood, plaster and so on— 
has a different cold-resisting scale, 

For instance, with the temperature 
at zero outside and at 70 degrees In- 
side, a square foot of brick wall, elght 
inches thick and furred and plastered, 
may be considered as wasting 21 B, T, 
U., whereas, each foot of glass win- 
dow wastes 78.8 B. T., U. In other 
words, the furnace heat escapes near- 
ly four times as fast through the win- 
dow as through the wall, 

Storm windows and doors prevent 
this heat loss and make any home, 
especially one in an exposed location, 
more livable and easy to heat,

Sportsmen’s Show 


Boston’s model yacht skippers are to have 
an exposition of all classes of tHe miniature 
boats that they delight to race in national 
and international regatta, 

What is called the most extensive exhibit 
of model boats that has been held in New 
England will open Saturday at Mechanics 
Building, as one of the feature exhibits of the 
New England Sportsmen’s Show. 

John Black of West Medford will exhibit 
his six-foot model that was challenger in the 
international model boat race at Gosport, 
England, last summer. The Boston model 
yacht fleet, Witch, June and Lightning, 
that competed in the Brooklyn Eagle ba 
race in Flushing Bay, L. I., last summer, will 
all be on exhibit. The Witch is owned by 
Robert Patterson of Melrose, the June by 
A. M. Doerfler of Mansfield and the Light- 
ning by Fred Pigeon of East Boston, 

Three-foot, five-foot, six-foot and seven- 
foot classes will all be exhibited. 

A special exhibit for boys under sixteen 
will be competitive for three prizes of boat 
building tools. Prizes will be awarded for 
best workmanship. The Melrose Highlands 
Model Yacht Club, which includes a dozen 
high school and grammar school boys of 
Melrose, Wakefield and Reading, will ex- 
hibit three-foot models that they have made 
under the leadership of A. R. Brown of 
Melrose Highlands.

Financial Restraint 


What policy are we going to follow in 
regard to town expenditures this coming 
year? One of reckless spending, ap- 
propriating town money for every pet 
project that gets on the warrant, or a 
restrained financial policy, one which 
curbs the desires which do not represent 
the needs of the town and one which 
keeps the Andover tax rate at a rea- 
sonably low figure. 

There are many 
warrant over which the voters can 
express little or no choice. These ex- 
penses are similar to the “fixed charges” 
of any private business organization. 
Interest on borrowed money, refunding 
bonded indebtedness, current operating 
expenses and salaries for town depart- 
ments, schools, police, firemen — these 
and many others are expenditures 
which can at times be modified some- 
what, but they must be met just the 
same. 

It is at the more variable and special 
items that we must direct our attention. 
New projects, sometimes desirable but 
unnecessary; at other times rather 
necessary but benefitting only a small 
group — these are the items which de- 
mand the most critical attention. In 
every case these questions should be 
approached from a logical point of view, 
that is, the burden of the proof rests 
entirely with the sponsors of a given 
project. 

Every year there are a good number 
of these special items in the warrant. 
Frequently they are the pet desires of a 
small group, and although the thing in 
question is good in itself, it may have 
no place among the appropriations, the 
taxes for which come from the town as a 
whole, and from the property owners in 
particular. The article under considera- 
tion may have to do with a new water 
main, a sidewalk extension, or a resur- 
faced road. Although desirable, if not 
necessary, such special proposals should 
deserve the cold shoulder of intelligent 
voters.

Last year Andover appropriated 
money for so many of these special 
proposals that the tax rate was tre- 
mendously increased. Only this week 
Governor Fuller asked for over 
$52,682,000 in his budget speech — an 
increase of more than $5,000,000 over 
last year. Let us not repeat in our town 
what seems to be happening in the 
state. The industries of this town can 
ill afford to pay out any more money in 
taxes. 

Andover citizens received a fright 
when the rumor spread about that an 
additional appropriation of some 
$20,000 would be required to complete 
Memorial Hall. It is a relief to know 
that this was nothing but the idle gossip 
of irresponsible persons. 

Citizens who do not own property 
may be enthusiastic about many im- 
provements because they believe that 
they are not the ones to foot the bill. 
It is true that what they pay in direct 
taxes is only a nominal sum, but in 
indirect taxes, paid unknowingly by the 
consumer of every article purchased, 
every man pays more than he ever 
imagines. And then again what affects 
the business establishments of a town 
will affect everyone who lives there. 
If a merchant’s taxes increase tenfold 
he must get more for his merchandise. 
Obviously, therefore, taxes may be 
levied on one establishment but they 
are paid by all. Let those who pay 
only a poll tax think of this and shape 
their attitude accordingly. Non-prop- 
erty owners pay one hundred times 
more in taxes than most of them realize. 

The time to take the right attitude on 


this matter is now, before things get in 
the warrant and start to clutter up the 
business at town meeting needlessly. 
Sponsors of certain unnecessary projects 
should refrain from putting them in the 
warrant, and the general public should 
begin. to harden its heart against ap- 
peals for things that we can get along 
without.

What You'll See in the Mount Everest | Harvard Club of Andover to Hold Ladies’ 


Motion Pictures 


A few of the unusual scenes shown and 
discussed by Capt. Noel in his personal story 
of the Mt. Everest Expedition, “On the 
Roof of the World,” to be told in George 
Washington hall this evening are as follows: 

The ill-fated Mallory and Irvine — The 
last pictures of these two indomitable climb- 
ers as they disappeared — forever—at a 
point 800 feet from the summit. These re- 
markable films were made from a point a 
mile away through a special telescopic lens. 

The living tomb of the hermit monk — 
Discovered 16,000 feet above the sea. 
Home of a religious recluse, walled in solid 
rock, his only connection with the outside 
world being a small aperture through 
which a glass of water and a plate of food is 
pushed once a day, This hermit has lived 
this living death for fifteen years and of 
course expects to die here. 

The fanatic pilgrimage — Tibetans in this 
section have been known to literally crawl 
on their stomachs, 200, 300 and even 500 
miles, They walk their length, drop prone 
upon the ground with hands outstretched, 
arise, then walk their length, drop and re- 
peat the performance for hours — and days. 
Captain Noel caught some of these folks on 
this strange pilgrimage. 

A living god —A reincarnated Tibetan 
god posed for Captain Noel. His followers 
believe him to be a divinity and so worship 
him, in the same manner that other Tibetans 
worship their “Living Buddha.” 

Children in their “Butter Clothes” — 
Mothers give their children an occasional 
coat of butter to fight off frost-bite at night 
and extreme heat during the day. Seldom 
do the youngsters wear any other clothes, 
Temperatures vary in the higher regions 
from 105 degrees in the afternoon sun to 
30 below zero the same night. Think of it! 

“Shining Crystal Monastery” — Where 
400 monks dwell in religious reflection, sit- 
ting for hours and days almost as rigid as 
statues. Built nearly a thousand years ago 
and clearly visible against the mountain 
background from points fifty miles away. A 
beautiful structure — even in decay. 

The picturesque caravan—Some 200 
Yaks, nearly 500 native porters and eleven 
white men made up this picturesque caravan 
that wormed its way from one supply cam 
to another through almost inaccessible 
mountains of rock, snow and ice, 

The one woman porter — Who reach the 
22,000 foot level carrying the same burden 
as the men — 40 pounds. Only six of the 
entire native helpers could get up into the 
higher regions, from the 24,000 foot level on 


up. 

Quaintly beautiful temples — Scenes show- 
ing both interior and exterior of the Lama 
temples and gods. The gold of Tibet prac- 
tically all goes direct to the temples and is 
placed inside of the god images. 

The lamas, strangest of all humans —It 
was necessary to gain the good will of these 
strange religious men of ‘Tibet. Every 
family must give one son to Lama priesthood 
if there is more than one son in the family. 
Almost absolute immobility is a part of the 
Lama ritual. Neither Lamas or inhabitants 
ever bathe — also a part of their creed. A 
house must never be repaired or the wrath 
of the gods will ensue. A new structure must 
not be occupied unless the feast of the 
“‘sheep’s-head” is observed. Captain Noel 
has caught many of these strange super- 
stitions in his story and pictures. 

Science battling nature — Oxygen tanks 
were used on the highest levels at Camps 5 
and 6, The pictures made at 24,000 feet are 
graphic in the extreme for here is where 
romance faded and progress became a tragic 
reality — for Mallory and Irvine at least. 
One interesting scene shows the rescue of 
Norton by a small native porter who reached 
Norton’s side when the latter became snow- 
blind and completely collapsed, carrying the 
much larger man into camp on his back. 

Native sports — Tibetans on their ponies 
shooting arrows and guns at a target while 
on a dead run. 

The “Butcher” and “Beater” — Death 
is but an incident in Tibet. The body is 
dragged out on the plains, the “butcher” 
cuts up the body, the “beater” pulverizes 
the bones — and the vultures do the rest in 
from 20 to 40 minutes. Capt. Noel photo- 
graphed the butcher, but of course not at his 
gruesome work. 

No wild life killed — Every form of wild 
animal, bird or insect life is a reincarnated 
human, according to the Tibetans. Conse- 
quently no wild life can be killed or injured. 

Tibetian greeting—The movies show the 
greeting of the Tibetans. They HDB 
stick out their tongue at one another, muc 
after the fashion of our youngsters making 
faces at each other. 

Unsurpassed scenic grandeur — The moun- 
tain photos are wonderful in the extreme. 
The great ice-fields, glaciers, chasms, peaks, 
—all these gave ample play for Captain 
Noel, the artist. The work is without 
doubt a triumph of motion picture art. 
And in the background of nearly every scene 
appears the distant snow-capped peak of the 
highest mountain in all the world — “The 
Goddess Mother” —as the Tibetans rev 
erently speak of Everest. 

Thes are but a few of the reasons why 
Captain Noel’s pictures have been a sensa- 
tion in London, Paris and Berlin the past 
year. This is his first American tour.

Lasting Monument to 
Glory of Early Rome 


El Djem, Tunis, contains one of the 
finest Roman monuments in North 
Africa, an amphitheater of five stories, 
the third largest in the world. Situ- 
ated on a plain near the desert fron- 
tier, it can be seen many miles off 
rising like a mountain of stone, domi- 
nating the surrounding landscape, and 
completely dwarfing the shabby little 
Arab village at its base. 

The immense pillars and blocks of 
stone used in its construction had to 
be hauled over specially built roads 
by an army of slaves and teams of 
oxen from quarries twenty miles 
away. The Roman occupation ceased 
at the end of the Third century, but 
this massive, well-preserved structure 
still stands, a silent and enduring 
witness to past glory. 

No trace of the luxurious city of 
Thysdrus remains, which, with its 
100,000 inhabitants, once occupied the 
site of the present-day squalid village 
of El Djem, nor do the surrounding 
empty plains, with camels nibbling at 
cactus bushes, help us to visualize the 
thickly populated towns and fertile 
flelds of former days.—Christian Scl- 
ence Monitor.

petitors have left him behind.”

For five years it has 
been doing just what the New England 
Council has been doing. 

“Both the New England Council and the 
Arizona Industrial Congress are the clearing 
houses through which other organizations 
pull together. The success of both is based 
on this theory of united effort, and the credit 
goes to the chambers of commerce, farm and 
industrial organizations and civic bodies that 
make up the membership of both. 

“New England after all, has merely taken 
the “Arizona Plan” and applied it to a group 
of small states as Arizona has applied it to 
one large one. And Arizonians who have 
paid but little attention to the working of 
this plan, as carried out in the Industrial 
Congress, may take thought of the signifi- 
cance of New England’s copying it, and wake 
up to find they have an agency for progress 
that should be used to the fullest extent.”

How to Prevent Cancer 


Each year between 500 and 600 people 
are being saved from cancer in Massa- 
chusetts. This number may be increased to 
1500 if the citizens throughout the State 
will take advantage of advice offered at the 
State Cancer Clinics. These clinics are to be 
established in Springfield, Newton, Worces- 
ter, Lynn and Lawrence, ‘They will be 
centers for information concerning the best 
treatment of cancer, 

‘Anyone with any of the following con- 
ditions should report them to their family 
physician or go to the nearest State Cancer 
Clinic: 

1, Any lump in the skin, or any wart or 
mole that is subject to irritation or is showing 
signs of growth, 

2. Any slow healing would, especially on 
nose or mouth, 

3. Any lump in the breast. 

4, Any unaccustomed discharge. 

These conditions are curable. Newer 
methods for handling these cases have been 
found. Among these methods are radium 
and X-ray. They have proved to be valu- 
able aids to surgery, which is still the most 
effective means of curing this dread disease. 

X-ray is valuable in diagnosing cancer as 


,| well as in giving relief to advance stages, 


Radium is used to cure early cases and to 
give relief in the later stages. Surgery is 
still the best means of curing both the early 
and more advanced cases. 

The use of radium by unskilled persons 
may do great harm but in the hands of the 


‘| skilled and expert worker it has proved its 


power to swell the total number of cancer 
cases permanently cured. 


SOME INDIVIDUALS CAN 
LOCATE UNSEEN WATER.— 
Some years ago a boy in a Lon- 
don school astonished his fel- 
lows by locating the leaden wa- 
ter pipes on the premises whilst 
blindfolded, through the me 
dium of an ordinary twig. 

What do scientists say about 
this peculiar phenomenon? If 
some mysterious power resided 
in the twig itself, anyone could 
use it successfully. But this fs 
not the case. It Is the dowser 
who matters, the rod merely re- 
sponding to a feeling that mas- 
ters him, for the moment, when 
water {s near. 

The gift of metal dowsing is 
less common, altnough prospect- 
ing for minerals with a forked 
rod is mentioned in a Latin follo 
dated 1500 A. D. Experiments 
were carried out near Glaston- 
bury abbey by Mr. Bligh Bond, 
the eminent architect. Taking 
in his right hand a rod tipped 
with metal, he walked round, 
and at about twelve place the 
rod shot vertically downward. 
Buried treasure was indicated 
hy these movements, 

Mr. Bond also visited the 
place accompanied by Mr. 
Timms, a noted metal dowser. 
The latter had been employed 
with success by public authorti- 
tles for this purpose. He has 
even been roughly correct 
in stating the number of several 
coins previously buried. At 
Glastonbury his twig responded 
readily in 21 places, and the 
vicar of Glastonbury afterward 
made an appenl for funds to per- 
mit excavations and for the pres- 
ervation of the site of this an- 
clent abbey. 


How to Find Safety 


in Path of Tornado 


Although almost any place in the 
path cf a tornado {ts dungerous, a per- 
son is safer inside a house or other 
building than exposed to the whirling 
timbers and other debris outdoors, ac- 
cording to Prof. Frank H. Colyer of 
the southern Illinois state normal unl- 
versity. His observations are based 
on a study of the results of the disas- 
trous storm that swept through Mis- 
sourl, Illinois and Indiana in 1924, The 
basement {s generally one of the safest 
places of the house, he declares, al- 
though a person should be careful to 
keep away from stoves and furnaces, 
Lying near a strong box, steel bed or 
exceptionally stout table sometimes 
protects from serious injury, as the 
objects keep timbers and ceilings from 
falling. Hallways where the walls are 
close together are usually safer than 
large rooms, for if the ceiling should 
drop, there {s nothing to break the 
crash in a large room.—Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. 


How Much Blood? 

Just how much blood does each one 
of us have in his body? This has been 
a puzzling question all through the 
centuries of medicine, and only re- 
cently have experiments been made 
through which the approximate weight 
of the blood has been found. 

Naturally, not every one has the 
same amount of blood. As might be 
expected, it varies with the weight of 
the rest of the body. 

If you divide the weight of your 
body by 20 you will get approximately 
the total weight of your blood. This 
applies to healthy men, as determined 
by the experiments, Whether women 
have more or less blood In proportion 
has not yet been determined. 


How Indians Made Arrows 

A complete Indian arrow Is made of 
six parts: Head, shaft, foreshaft, 
shaftment, feathering and neck. These 
differ in material, form, measurement, 
decoration and assemblage, according 
to locality and tribe. Arrowheads have 
three parts: Body, tang and barbs, 
There are two kinds of arrowheads, 
blunt and sharp. In the Southwest, a 


sharpened foreshaft of hardwood 
serves for the head, Arctic and north- 
west coast arrows have heads of 


ivory, bone, wood or copper, as well as 
stone; elsewhere they are more gen- 
erally of stone, chipped or polished. 
The head ts attached to the shaft or 
foreshaft by lashing with sinew, by 
riveting or with gum. 


How Astronomers Calculate 

The distances of the nearer stars 
are determined by a process of triangu- 
lation somewhat similar to that which 
the surveyor uses to obtain the dls- 
tance of an Inaccessible mountain 
peak. Naturally, the base must be 
enormously longer than any used upon 
the earth and the one that best serves 
the purpose is the diameter of the 
earth's orbit about the sun, The small 
relative shiftings in the positions of 
the stars as photographed from each 
end of this 186-million-mile base give 
us data from which to compute their 
distances, 


How Reflector Happened 

The reflector, without which none 
of our high-power searchlights would 
exist and much of our sclentific light- 
ing would be worthless, was adapted 
to practical Mghting purposes as late 
as 1845. It was invented by a young 
Frenchman who, coming to America 
as a stowaway, wanted light for his 
corner of the hold. An Ingenious ar- 
rangement of large tin-can tops did 
the trick.

Made Railroad Record 

A train called the Nancy Hanks was 
operated over the Central of Georgia 
between Atlanta and Savannah in 
1803, It covered the distance of 204 
miles {n each direction in 6 hours and 
45 minutes. It was because this run- 
ning time was such a marked Improve- 
ment over previous schedules between 
Atlanta and Savannah that the train 
was named after the record-breaking 
race horse, Nancy Hanks. Included in 
the scheduled running time was a stop 
of 15 minutes at Macon. The train's 
equipment consisted of a baggage car, 
two passenger coaches and a parlor 
car, the motive power being furnished 
by three large compound Baldwin en- 
gines. 


Old New York Churches 

According to an enumeration given 
in “The Stranger’s Guide,” there were 
in New York city in 1826, 96 places 
of worship of one kind or another. 
They were as follows: Presbyterians, 
21 meeting houses; Episcopalians, 18; 
Baptists, 13 buildings, with two un- 
housed societies; Dutch Reformed, 13. 
The Methodist Episcopal churches 
numbered 7, not counting the Wesley- 
an seminary on Crosby street and two 
churches, “for Africans,” not officially 
Methodist. Others were: Roman Cuth- 
olic, 4 churches and an orphan asy- 
lum; Congregational or Unitarian, 3; 
Lutheran, 3; Universalist, 2; Friends’ 
meeting houses, 2; Jewish synagogues, 
2, and Moravian, 1, 


Man’s True Character 
Not to Be Concealed 


Many people learn to mask their 
thoughts, and anger, chagrin, greed 
and spite, as well as glee, pleasure 
and humor may be fairly effectively 
hidden by the man with the “poker 
face.” 

All the same, nobody can really dis- 
guise his real nature by facial con- 
trol, and those, who have learned how 
to read the human face as one reads a 
book, are able to make a very fair es- 
timate of character by a close and 
shrewd inspection. It is because so 
many people never attempt to master 
the art of face-reading that the wiles 
of rogues are so successful and the 
triumph of the practiced liar so com- 
plete. 

Apart from the general aspect of a 
face, which Is determined by the bone 
structure beneath the skin, what real- 
ly molds the features and general ex- 
pression? The answer is, character. 

Scientists now realize the close re- 
lation between body and mind and in 
nothing is this interaction more com- 
plete than in the imprint of the mind 
upon the face. We hear of the “legal 
face,” for example. It is a face with 
a set, firm mouth, keen eyes and a 
powerful jaw. These characteristics 
are merely the result of concentration, 
Persistence and determination. 

Why is this? It is because the 
many minute muscles which mold the 
expression of a face are directly con- 
trolled by the brain. 


Sailors Worried by 
Village That Moves 


There Is, unless it has quite recent- 
ly been abandoned, a village in 
French Indo-China which is a source 
of worry to mariners of the vicinity. 
Captains of steamers are never quite 
certain where they will find It—a fact 
that cannot be said of any other vil- 
lage in the world. It is called Snok 
Frou, and its location 1s “somewhere” 
on the Mekong river. 

It has, or had at last accounts a 
population of between two and three 
hundred and consists of a large num- 
ber of huts built on rafts and lashed 
together with rattan ropes. Its In- 
habitants are engaged exclusively in 
the occupation of fishing. Its only 
evidence of terra firma is a connection 
maintained with half-submerged trees, 
and the whole town changes its po- 
sition from time to time according to 
the vaguries of the river or the whims 
of its inhabitants, 

Steamers passing up river may find 
it at one spot and on the return trip 
discover that it has moved elsewhere.

False Economy 

Therefore, assuming when renting that 
you would save this $21 per month and re- 
ceive interest therefrom, which is rather un- 
likely as most people have trouble in savin, 
consistently unless forced to do so, you woul: 
still save approximately $2,400 in actual 
cost by owning a home. 

In the ownership of homes lies the founda- 
tion of wealth. 
invests in other securities, but experience 
shows that the home owner does. In saving 
for his home, he has laid a foundation of 
thrift that he carries throughout his life. 
He has learned to save and he continues to do 
so.

The Anti-Rat Campaign 


Two hundred million dollars are lost 
annually in the United States by the ravages 
of rats. 

This enormous damage can be better 
realized when you consider that this amount 
is nearly ten times the total value of all 
livestock on Massachusetts farms. 

These estimates are made by members of 
the U. S. Bureau of Biological Survey who 
are now preparing a campaign against rats, 
mice, Euroneadi hare, aiid Gunes pests which 
cause damage to Massachusetts farmers. 
E. M. Mills, in charge of the eradication 
campaign for the New England states, is now 
located at Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege, Amherst, and is making plans for a 
vigorous campaign with the county agents 
against these pests in the spring. 

Rats, says the Biological Survey, not only 
cause damage by eating and destroying food 
stuff, but are a constant menace in other ways 
since they often cause fire, floods, the spread 
of disease, and caving away of building walls, 

Many ways and means have been devised 
for effective control of these pests, according 
to Mills. After a thorough study of damage 
and conditions in New England states, this 
rodent control specialist plans on puttin 
on an extensive cam in the spring ani 
summer. Those wishing to get information

How Venomous Snakes 
May Be Recognized 


According to most naturalists there 
are about 1,000 species of snakes in 
the world. In North America, prin- 
cipally in the United States and 
Mexico, 182 of these species are to be 
found. But this need be no occasion 
for alarm, because our venomous 
snakes may easily be distinguished 
from the harmless ones, There is a 
marked difference in external appear- 
ances between them, 

The venomous snakes have large, 
triangular, flattened heads; bodies 
somewhat flattened and a narrow neck 
joining the bulging base of the head 
with the body. In the harmless snakes 
the head and body are cylindrical, the 
neck being but a trifle smaller in girth 
than the body and head. The scales on 
a venomous snake are lurge and hard; 
on a harmless snake they are small 
and soft. Venomous snakes are more 
sluggish in their movements than the 
nonvenomous, and unlike the latter, 
cannot climb trees, 


High Offices; No Salaries 

Many high offices in England are 
filled by men who receive no salaries, 
among which‘ Is that of the prime min- 
ister, The prime minister, however, 
usually accepts some other post such 
as first lord of the treasury, which 
has a salary of $25,000 a year. Jus- 
tices of the peace, guardians of the 
poor and district councillors give their 
services free. The lord mayor of Lon- 
don, though he recelves a salary of 
$50,000 a year, cannot hope to escape 
with paying out less than $125,000 a 
year in the fulfillment of his office, so 
that it really costs him $75,000 a year 
to hold the office.
